To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said New Ips- 
wich on Tuesday, the tenth day of March, next, at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 
2. To see if the town will vote to accept the budget to raise as 
estimated therein the necessary funds to transact the town’s busi- 


ness for the ensuing year. 


3. To raise such sums as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriation of the same. 


4. Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $1,200.00 
for a resident physician. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $125.00 
for Memorial Day. 


6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to bor- 
row money in anticipation of taxes. 


7. To choose one member of the electric light commission for 
three years. 


8. To choose one member of the trust fund committee for three 
years and this same committee to serve as the Spalding School 
Fund Committee. 


9. To choose a committee of three for Memorial Day. 


10. To choose a committee of three for the Baseball Field Com- 
mittee. 
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11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
administer, or dispose, of any real estate acquired by the town 
through tax collector’s deeds. 


12. To see if the town will accept State Aid for Class II roads 
and raise and appropriate or set aside for such purpose the sum of 
$1,383 or will accept state aid for construction of Class V roads 
and raise and appropriate or set aside for such purpose the sum of 
$749.76. 


18. To see if the town will vote to shorten the working day of 
our town employees to 8 hours per day and adopt the following 
rate of wages for same: 

Labor, 40 cents an hour. 

Man and team, 80 cents an hour. 

Man and truck, 1 dollar and 12% cents an hour. 


14. To see if the town will vote to lower the sliding scale rate 
of electricity to $.08 for first 25 K.W. to $.07 for the second 25 
K.W. and $.05 for remainder or take any other action thereon. 


15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 for repairs and gravel on road from Davis Village 
to Dr. Garfield’s corner or take any other action thereon. 


16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 to buy snow fence with to be used in such places 
as seem necessary by road agents and selectmen of town or take 
any action thereon.

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REPORT OF ELECTRIC LIGHT COMMISSIONERS 


The year of 1935 has had many things of importance in it. 
There has been a change of rates for the electric energy we are 
buying of the Greenville Electric Lighting Company. According 
to what your Commissioner knows, it came from a request from 
the Greenville Electric Lighting Company to the Town of Green- 
ville that it should pay more for its street lighting service. That 
brought the matter before the Public Service Commission at Con- 
cord, N. H., and several hearings were held. Your Commissioners 
were not advised of any of these hearings until April, when the last 
hearing was held. Your Commissioners received its invitation to 
that April hearing about 7 P. M. the evening before that hearing. 
Your Commissioners attended that hearing but naturally was in 
no position to do anything but listen. It was the understanding 
of your Commissioners that all the rates of the Greenville Electric 
Lighting Company were to be over-hauled and new ones ordered 
by the Public Service Commission. As the result of these hear- 
ings your Commissioner was notified that beginning June Ist, 
1935 it would be charged on an entirely new scale of charges known 
as ‘‘A two part rate.’’ Since June first last the charges have been 
according to the following schedule: 

(Demand Charge Schedule) 
First 5 K.W. of demand load at $3.00 Per K.W. 
Next 15 K.W. ” ve ats Soro OF hk ws 
Balance of K.W. ”’ ‘i *” at, $2:00 Per kK, Wi 
In no case shall this demand charge be less that $75.00.

First 300 K.W. at 5¢ Per K.W. 
Next 700 K.W. at 4¢ Per K.W. 
Next 1000 K.W. at 3¢ Per K.W. 
Next 3000 K.W. at 2¢ Per K.W. 
Next 5000 K.W. at 1.8¢ Per K.W. 
Next 10000 K.W. at 1.6¢ Per K.W. 
Balance of K.W. at ioe Per KAWe 

As this schedule has affected the energy purchased under it, 
you find in the month of August this Department bought 12,440 
K.W. with a demand load of 64 K.W. atacost of $402.54 = 3.24¢ 
Per K.W. and in July bought 11,680 K. W. with a demand of 64 
K.W. at a cost of $390.38 which means 3.34¢ Per K.W. Froma 
study of this new rate schedule it seems as if the cost of energy 
will be from 12% to perhaps 15% more, according to the number 
of K.W. used and the size of the demand charge. In January, 
1935 the consumption was 7,240 K.W. and if we had a demand load 
at that time of 64 K.W. that amount of energy would have cost 
4.83¢ Per K.W. 

The Electric Light Department bought during the year of 1935 
125,620 K.W., a gain of 8,880 K.W. over 1934. Our Street Light 
system used in 1935 19,640 K.W., a gain of 3,270 over 1934. This 
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probably came from the extra street lights put in on the road from 
High Bridge Village to Greenville late in November of 1934. That 
leaves an increase of 5,610 K.W. used by the rest of the system. 
Our customers for power used 1100 K. W. more than in 1934 and 
the rest of this increase seems to be distributed in small amounts 
all over the original plant. 


The renewal of poles on our lines is now beginning to be greater, 
as was to be expected. It will be greater in the near future. 
There have been 8 new poles set this year on the original plant and 
3 on the additions. 


The number of customers does not change much now. There 
have been 265 active accounts on the books this year which is 
about what it has been for some time. 

Last May all the Municipal Electric Light plants in the State 
were summoned to Concord by the Public Service Commission to 
discuss a form of accounts which has been ordered by a Statute 
passed by the last session of the Legislature. Your Commission- 
er has attended three meetings with the Public Service Com- 
mission and other commissioners from about six other towns of 
New Hampshire. This new Statute is planned to have the town 
owned electric light plants keep their accounts in the same form 
and with the same regulations as are now in force in regard to the 
accounts of the privately owned electric light companies. This 
new prescribed system of accounts will make a big increase in the 
simple sort of accounts that your department has been keeping. 
These accounts of the Municipal plants are to be filed with the 
Public Service Commission annually beginning with the year 
of 1936.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
TO THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF NEW IPSWICH: 


I submit my thirteenth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


SUPERVISION 

While a considerable portion of a superintendent’s time is occu- 
pied with administrative duties, his chief function is in the field 
of supervising the work of teachers and pupils. Supervision is 
accomplished in a variety of ways. By observation of the activi- 
ties carried on in the school room during visits one gets a very good 
general impression of the standards of instruction and of the atti- 
tudes of the pupils toward the learning situation. The rate of 
progress in each grade and subject is checked by comparison of 
periodical reports from the teachers with certain standards of 
progress. The proficiency of the pupils in the skills they are ac- 
quiring and in the specific knowledge they are gaining is gauged 
by a series of standardized tests such as was outlined in the annual 
report a year ago. Another helpful source of information is con- 
tact with parents; constructive criticism from this source is always 
welcome and without it one is apt to lose much of the personal 
and human element that should always be a guiding factor in 
supervision. 


TEACHERS AND SALARIES 
For the past several years it has been common knowledge that 
many qualified teachers were unemployed. ‘This is still true in the 
high school field, except in Commercial and Domestic Arts sub- 
jects, but the surplus of qualified teachers for the upper grades has 
very nearly disappeared, and there is at the present time an actual 
scarcity of primary grade teachers. At a recent conference of 
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superintendents the President of one of the Normal Schools made 
a strong plea for us to send to the Normal Schools a larger number 
of students to be trained for teaching. 

During the depression salaries in general decreased and reached 
their lowest point a year ago. Partial restoration of the reduc- 
tions has been made in a large number of towns and cities this 
year, so that the average salaries are somewhat higher and the 
trend is toward further increases. This trend will of course be 
greater as the surplus of teachers diminishes and disappears. 


Cost OF TEXTBOOKS 


The question is sometimes asked why the cost of textbooks runs 
so high each year. I have attempted an analysis of this cost. 
Each child requires from ten to fourteen different books in his 
progress through each grade, or a total of 92 for the eight grades. 
The cost of these is approximately $66, or an average of $8.25 per 
grade. These books wear out or become obsolete in from four to 
ten years, and the replacement cost on this basis is estimated at 
$1.40 per pupil each year. New Ipswich has approximately 125 
pupils in grades one to eight, so that the textbook replacement 
would amount to $175 a year. The average actual expenditure per 
pupil last year in New Hampshire was $1.19. In New Ipswich 
the average actual expenditure for textbooks in the past four years 
has been $1.32 per pupil. Each year a careful estimate is made of 
the needs for the coming year, based upon the probable number of 
pupils in each grade and the condition of the books on hand. This 
estimate appears in the budget. 


HEALTH PROGRAM 


The medical inspection was conducted by Dr. Cayward with the 
assistance of Mrs. Gilbert in October as usual. In the following 
table, the first column shows the number of children examined and 
the number found to have defects; the second column shows the 
number of corrections made since the preceding examination, so 
far as the number is known.

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REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 

Last summer Number Six school was thoroughly renovated by 
shingling, painting, and refinishing desks, and is now in very good 
repair. Number One school should be renovated the coming sum- 
mer by painting the rooms and providing more adequate space for 
children to hang their outer clothing; the hallway is not large 
enough to provide coat hooks for the number of children in school 
now. 


BUDGET 

The assessment asked for in the proposed Budget is $11,000— 
$250 more than last year, but $300 less than the preceding year. 
The estimated expenditures for next year exceed this year’s esti- 
mate by $684. State Aid next year will be $2,891.35, in place of 
$2,709.81 this year. We shall have a substantial balance next 
June, so $545.65 of that is allowed in the budget in order to reduce 
the appropriation called for to $11,000. Three items in the budget. 
call for special comment: Transportation cost is estimated at 
$2,600, compared with a cost of approximately $2,500 this year; 
there is a strong demand for the extension of the transportation 
route from Cemetery Corner to a point about one mile farther up 
the hill. The New Equipment item of $100 is to cover new desks 
which will be needed to take care of an anticipated increased en- 
rollment at Number One and replacement of worn out desks at 
Highbridge. The increase of $250 in the estimated cost of High 
School Tuition is due, not so much to an expected increase in the 
number attending Appleton Academy, as to an anticipated increase 
in tuition rate. For several years this rate has been determined by 
the state average, which was $73.81 last year and is $75.19 this 
year. The figure is likely to be nearly $80 next year, and will 
probably continue to increase year by year. The corresponding 
figures for the years before the depression ran as high as $106, but 
at that time the Academy rate was a fixed amount. I believe it 
would be to the advantage of the District over a period of four or 
more years to come, to have a fixed rate of tuition set up again by 
means of a contract with the Trustees of the Academy, and the 
rate that has been suggested is $85. If the District should see 
fit to authorize the School Board to make such a contract and the 
rate of $85 should become effective next year, $4,250 should be 
sufficient to take care of the cost.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 
TO THE CITIZENS OF NEW IPSWICH: 


In spite of the epidemic of measles and whooping cough and of 
the severe weather of last year our schools have made excellent 
progress. The closing of Number Four school, as preposed in the 
last annual report, has been greatly to the advantage of the chil- 
dren. The Centre School has been full to capacity, extra seats 
having to be provided for the extra pupils. Transportation routes 
were re-organized and a fine school bus provided by Mr. Nicholas 
Somero for the largest number of pupils requiring transportation. 

Number Six School was painted last summer and the roof must 
be reshingled. The Board looks forward to the time when there 
will be but one school building in which all of the children may be 
comfortably housed. 

The increase in the cost of transportation is due, not only to 
the closing of Number Four school, but also to the necessary es- 
tablishment of a new route to accommodate children who moved 
into the western part of the town. 

In line with all business activities your Board finds that school 
expenses are increasing proportionately and future yearly assess- 
ments required to balance the School Budget will be thereby affect- 
ed. Therefore the Board strongly recommends the acceptance 
by the School District of Article 9 in the School Warrant to limit 
definitely the future tuition costs in the Academy. 

The town is to be congratulated on the excellence of its teachers 
and it is the hope of the Board that all of them may continue in 
our service throughout the coming year. 

To the Parent Teacher Association and to the Librarian, the 
School Board extends its thanks for the help given to the pupils. 
of our schools.
